Holiness, from a scriptural stand- 
point, is not merely getting sancti- 
fied and running over at that parti- 
cular time with joy and gladness, 
but it means to live ‘PURE ‘and 
CLEAN, walk CONSTANTLY in 
that condition, under all the chang- 
ing circumstances of life, not only 
in our religious work, but business, 
social, home and all. God says be 
HOLY “IN ALL MANNER OF 
CONVERSATION,’ and to do that 
will take all my life acts from Sun- 
day until Sunday again, and not 
just in the religious services which I 
attend from time to time. 

A man who claims holiness and 
shouts all over the mecting house or 
tent, and then is quarrelsome at 
home has missed it, for holiness 
means to live at peace among our- 
selves, and in fact St. Paul says “‘as 
much as leth in you live peaceably 
with ALL men.’ We often hear 
of these fractious, Cross, quarreling 
professors of holiness, but our 
opinion is that if we can’t do better 
than that we’a,better quit professing 
and start over again. How little is 
this kind of persons like Jesus, yet 
professing to be His, calling them- 
selves by His holy name, CHRIST- 
IAN or SAINT. Someeven profess 
to be leaders and teachers and yet 
their home life is such as we have 
described. If a man cannot live in 
peace with the one he promised to 
“Jove and cherish’? and his own 
children, how tit is be to be an ex- 
aliple in the church? How incon- 
sistent it is to teach something that 
we Go not ourselves observe and 
practice. 

Holiness tov, means power to live 
honestly with all men. So often we 
have heard the compiaint trom sin- 
ners, that certain professors in the 
meetings owe them money etc. We 


bave even known leaders to have 


such complaints follow them. Of 
eourse we have had very rigid 
preaching on this line, our standards 
are against such practices, but it 
seems hard to get some out of the 
old rut in which they have gotten 
themselves. If our. testimony 
weighty and effective, it must be 
backed up by consistent living, and 


1s 


a man Who is not careful about his 
financial affairs is not a consistent 
Christian. A professed christian 
asked a sinner togive his heart to 
God. The unsaved man replied, 
“What you do, speaks so loud that 
I cannot hear what you say.’’ And 
so a wrong life overbalanees all the 
good professions that might be 
made, but if we turn to the Lord 
and have Him sweep all the evil 
out of our lives, then He ean give 
us power to shine for Him. 

Some say they will pay their debts 
as soon as they can, and its no 
hody’s business any way. That 
may be true, but while they are 
paying them and getting their life 
straightened up they should not 
inake themselves so prominent as to 
bring reproach on the cause. Still 
we believe that a man who is he- 
hind may live such a pure life, and 
in such a spirit that he may hold 
the contidence of his creditors for a 
long time, and bring no reproach 
on the cause of Christ, tho’ he be 
in debt, but we have known some 
who have not so lived. An honest 
man hever goes down the other side 
of the street, or around the corner 
to keep from mecting the man he 
owes, but always meets him on 
time if possible, and if he hasn’t 
the money to pay, gives his reason 
frankly. 

Holiness also means a sweet spirit, 
kindness, gentleness, even to an 
enemy, any kind of an enemy, in 
religious matters, as weil as any 
thing else.

So 
often have we seen a little melting 
love adjust difference s betwee a bro- 
thers and others, and on the other 
hand, when the love and gentleness 
of Jesus was not exercised, we have 
seen things torr to pieces. And it 
is so casy to get our ininds on peo 
pie and their faults, and fail to love 
them and treat them as Jesus would. 
May God deliver us from this old 
rough, harsh way and give us more 
ing things. Then thelove of Christ 
will ““eonstrain us,’ and our service 


of His own gentle kind way of do- 


will be so much more pleasing to 
Hin.
